Claims 2-14 and 16-17, drawn to a method for treating pain with the compound of 



the formula (I) when E is N, classified in class 514, subclass 394. 



II. Claims 2-7, 12-14 and 16-17, drawn to a method for treating pain with the 
compound of the formula (I) when E is CH, classified in class 514, subclass 415. 

III. Claims 2-14 and 16-17, drawn to a method for treating pain with the compound of 
the formula (I) when E is radical, classified in class 514, subclass 419. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species from the 

compound(s) and disease(s), for example (i) (N-[(S)-2-dipheylamino-2-(5-oxo-4,5- 

dihydro[l,3,4]oxadiazol-2-yl)ethyl]-2-(2-methylaminopyrimidin-4-yl)-lH- 

carboxamide) and (ii) arthritis pain, under the instant claims of the elected Group.
